A GREAT DAY FOR MADISON, WIS. 


President and Mrs. Cleveland at Wisconsin's 


Capital, Resting for the Trip to the 
Piedmont Exposition. 


Mi.wavkKer, October 7.—The day opened 
bright and beautiful after a regular down-pour 
of rain during the night, and everything tend- 
ed to make the few remaining hours of the 
presidont’s stay in Milwaukee of a most pleas- 
ant nature. At about 8:30 a. m. the carnmages, 
containing the presidential party and recep- 
tion committee, left the Plantation house and 
proceeded to the Soldiers’ Home, by way of 
the Grand Avenue and Blue Mound road. 

The sides of the avenue were lined with peo- 
ple who doffed their hats and waved their 
handkerchiefs, While an occasional cheer broke 
forth as some enthusiastic individual caught 
sight of his political chief and imparted his en- 


thusiasm to the@ around. me 
When the cavalcade arrived at the Soldiers 


home 
MAIMED VETERANS WERE DRAWN UP IN LINE 
and saluted the president and his wife as they 
drove down the line and grounds, cannon on 
the green sward in frout of the home building 
menuwhile booming forth a presidential salute. 
The time left before the departure of the train 
was so brief that no stop was made, and the 
carriages drove very rapidly through the south 
side of the city and up into the, restdence por- 
tion of the seventh ward to Lake park, where 
the handsome driveway led down to the North- 
western depot. A large crowd had gathered 
about the decorated pavilion on the platform 
for fully an hour fore the distinguished 
party arrived and when the president's carriage 
came inte view it was greeted. with a round of 
cheers which continued until the train left the 
depot. 

he appearance of Mrs. Cleveland on the 
platform, was the signal for an especial out- 
burst of enthusiasm from the ladies, who 
waved their handkerchiefs and parasols in 
accompaniment to the cheering. Mrs. Cleve- 
land looks bright and fresh, notwithstanding 
the continual roand of receptions and leveos 
which she has undergone, and smiled sweetly 
as she accompanied her husband to the car. 
Colonel Vilas was also the recipient of a burst 
of applause as he stepped out of his carriage 
and vanished into the president’s car. 

OFF FOR MADISON. 

The train pulled out of the depot at about 
10:30, nearly half an hour later than was in- 
tended. No stops are to be made between here 
and Madison, but the train will slow up at the 
larger stations in order to give the people a 
chance to see the president and his wife. No 
accident or any other disagreeable feature 
has interfered to mar the president’s pleasure 
in this city, and the entire ‘party were highly 
delighted with their treatment, and the 
admirable arrangements which characterized 
their reception and entertainment. 


ARRIVAL AT MADISON, 


Where the President’s Party Will Rest Until 
Mc niay. 

Mapison, Wis., October 7.—The president’s 
train left Milwaukee according to the illumina- 
ted special time schedule half an_ hour late. 
The town of two hundred thousand inhabitants 
covers an area of forty-two square miles, and 
there seemed to be a wish on the part of the au- 
thorities to show the president everyone—both 
of inhabitants and square miles. Hence tho 
delay. The run to Madison was charming: 

t was through a lake and hill country, whose 
lands are as fertile as those of Italy. Villagers 
along the way speed the passing train with 
their cheers, andin several instances stations 
and streets were adorned with evergreens and 
treamers, ‘ 

On the arrival of the presidential train here 
this afternoon, the party was accorded an en- 
thusiastic reception and were escorted to the 
capitol, where a welcome address was made by 
Judge Cole, chief justice of Wisconsin. In re- 
ply, President Cleveland said: 

After a week spentin travel andin visiting the peo- 
ple of the great west, we have come to rest aw hile at 
the capital of Wisconsin, known as the most beautl- 
ful in location and scenery ofall the cities of this 
region. We have come to see your lakes and other 
features of beauty that give you the reputation so 
well deserved. You ere not tounderstand that we 
need or desire rest so much that we do not care to 
sce the good people of Madison, for that would be a 
mistake. Though we see them at their home for 
the first time, they are not unknown to us. We 
know you at the seat of the national government, 
through your fellow townsman, who has done honor 
to his home and to his neighbors by the 
most successful and conscicutions performance of 
an important pablic duty and wkd ‘has earned, as 
he has received, the respect and esteem o° every 
who desires the welfare of his country. So 
our desire to actually sce you, and to know you. bet- 
fer, is perf-etly natural. It seemed to me when I

WALL STREET GOSSIP. 


Concerning the Richmond Terminal Com- 
bination.

New York, October 7.—[Special.]—In the 


| gossip circles of Wall street to-day, there was 


not s0 much talk about the finally accom- 
plished _— deal as of a threatened 
rumpus in the Richmond terminal manage- 
ment. All ears were pricked up to catch the 
varying reports of discord in that family. One 
morning paper printed a sensational ponerse 
on the subject this morning, and later in the day 
one of the Wall street’s news agencies clabo- 
rated the idea, and sent it flying through the 
street over the tape. Al) the talk hinges on 
the one current rumor that a strong combina- 
tion has been formed, including such well 
known menas those who are’ known as the 
First National bank party, and Bryce & 
Thomas, for the sole purpose of unseating Mr. 
Sully. This report went go far as to say that 
the Sully opposition would not wait until the 
December election, - but wonld have a 
special meeting at once and _ put, their 
purpose into offecs. It wasfurther suggested 
that W. P. Clyde or Wm. Rockafellar would 
probably be Mr, Sully’s successor. Mr. Sully 
is in Philadelphia. He telegraphs from there 
this afternoon: ‘The report is entirely erro- 
neous. Nosuch combination has been made. 
I regard most of the gentlemen named as my 
warm friends.’’ 

There is no doubt but that the true state of 
the case was overdrawn by. the Sun and 
violently exagerated by the Wall Street News 
agency. The real situation is this. There are 
sixteen directors of the Terminal, and perfect 
harmony among that many men is difficult. to 
maintain. That there has been some friction 
cant be truthfully denied. That there has 
been any opposition party formed to change 
the present administration is not true. 

As to whether or not such a wig will be 
formed it is impossible to say. The conserva- 
tive members of the board argue that any 
contest would probably conflict with the best 
interest of the company, and they are doing 
what they can to avert anything like the house 
becoming divided ayainst itself. George 8. 
Scott, at one time president of the Richmond 


_ and Danville railroad, now a member of the 


executive committee of the Terminal directory. 
is spoken of on all sides as leading whatever 
opposition there is te Mr. Sully. Besides 
Messrs. Clyde and Rockafeller, John H. In- 
mau is mentioned by many as an available 
man for the Terminal presidency. He is largely 
interested in the property, and bemg a south- 
ern man adds to his fitness for the position. 
He is familiar with the territory of the system, 
and with the people of the country tra- 
versod by its various lines. George 
Scott says John Inman would harmonize 
au incongruous clement, inspire new confi- 
dence in the securities of the company, and 
give a great impetus to the economic manage- 
ment of the property. In reply to this flatter- 
ing indorsement, Mr. Inman simply says: ‘“‘I 
am not a candidate for the position, nor have L 
ever intimated to anybody that I would ac- 
cept it, even if it was offered to me.”’ 


THE TELEGRAPH TRADE. 


Dr. Norvin Green Interviewed in Regaid to 
the Transaction. 

New Yorks, October 7.—Dr. Norvin Green 
did not want to see reporters today, and Jay 
Gould was too busy with meetings to talk. 
Mr. Somerville, press agent of the Western 


Union, said the particulars of the Baltimore 
and Ohio purchase were understood to. be sub- 
stanially as published. Details had not yet 
been arranged, but the property was now oper- 
ated for the account of the Western Union, 
and as part of its system. ‘“‘The purchase 
gives us contro] of lines over five great trunk 
roads, the Baltimore and Ohio, West Shore, 
New York Central, Erie and Pennsylvania,’’ 
said Mr. Somerville. ‘“‘There will be no great 
advance in rates. Some rates have been ridic- 
ulously low. In some cases, the Baltimore 
and Ohio has transferred business for ten cents 
which cost us eleven cents for outside service, 
Its policy seemed to be to injure the Western 
Union, rather than to make business for itself. 
Such rates as these will, of course; be increased. 
Where one office can do the business for a city, 
the Baltimore and Ohio office will be closed. 
All these matters, however, will take time to 
arrange, and it is not possible to at once give 
details.’’ 

“Do you anticipate trouble regarding the 
bond given to the city of Philadelphia for 
the purpose of securing that borough against 
any transfer of the Baltimore and Ohio 
wires ?”’ 

“IT know nothing about that except what I 
have read in the morning papers. have no 
doubt that the agreements of the Baltimore 
and Ohio will be carried out, due allowance 
being «nade for the. difference in price to us, 
I must say that the Philadelphians have 
taken remarkably prompt action. If they 
take away the Baltimore and Ohio lines, how- 
ever, it will not inconvenience us, for we have 
a great many Wires running through that 


city. We need through wires, and it will be 
an casy matter to take the Baltimore and 
Ohio wires around the city. Contracts for 


service must, of course, be carried out. Of 
these I know little, but I ——— they will 
allbe provided for in the detailed arrange- 
meuts.”’ . 
The board of directors of the Western 
Union have officially ratified contract for the 
urchase of the Baltimore and Ohio telegraph 


ines, and the company has taken formal 
possession.

THE BOOMING SOUTH, 


New Mills in Process of Construction and 
Projected. 

BALTIMORE, October 7.—Manufacturers’ 
record for this week publishes a compilation 
of the increase in the manufacture of cotton in 
several states of the s6uth and the percentage 
of profit which will average fully twenty per 
cent on cost. Beginning with South Carolina 
it says the Pacolet company, with 12,000 spin- 
dies, is building another mill of equal size and 
the Pelser company, with 22,000 spindles, is 
building another large mill. At rion, @ 
$100,000 mill is in course of construction; one 
of $50,000 at Greenville: one at Clifton of 
$300,000; one at Bennetsville of $200,000; one 
at Columbia of $250,000, and one at Fort Mill 
of $160,000, while others are projected at 
Greenwood, Spartanburg, Anderson, Chester, 
Camden and other points. In North Carolina 
a mill is being built at Lincolnton to cost $30,- 
000; at Big Falls, one of $60,000; at Concord, 
one of $75,000; at Enoree, one of $200,000, 
while others will be built at Davidson college 
and other points. 

In Georgia, at Columbus, taa Swift compa- 
ny has added 8,000 spindles to their mill: the 
Muscogee, of the same place, a new mill of 400 
looms: the King company, seventy looms and 
30,000 spindles, and at Augusta, Clarksville, 
Americus, West Point, Dalton and Savannah 
large improvements are being made~ and new 
mills building. In Maryland $250,000 have 
been expende by the Laurel mills, while the 
mills at Mount. Vernon and Eikton are being 
enlarged. There are also notable improve- 
ments in Texas and Tennessee all looking to 
the enlargement of plant, the present facilities 
haying been foundinsufiicient.

VIRGINIA COUPONS. 


the Enforcement of the “‘ Crusher” Law. 


RicuMonpD, Va., October 7.—In the United 
States circuit court here today, Judge Bond 
rendered a decision in four celebrated coupon 
eases recently argued before him, perpetuating 
the injunctions heretofore granted upon appli- 
cation of the bond holders. The effect of the 
decision is to enjoin and prevent state officers ° 
from suing and obtaining judgments against 
parties who have tendered coupons for their 
taxes. Judge Bond follows the reasoning of 
the United States supreme court in the cele- 
brated coupon case of Poindexter vs. Guenhow, 
ad characterizes the ‘‘coupon crusher,’’ and 
other similar recent laws of this state as parts 
of a palpable scheme to defraud the state’s 
creditors, and impair the obligation of her 
contract with them, and, in substance, an at- 
tempt to defy the authority of the federal gov- 
ernment. 

‘The opinion also says there was not even an 
effort made by the state’s representatives to 
assert the constitationality of these laws, their 
whole argument being denial of jurisdiction 
of court to prevent a great wrong and injury 
to the plaintiffs. The opinion is elaborate in 
detail, and is contidered one of the most im- 

vortant ever delivered by Judge Bond. Rules

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FEDERAL COURT. 
Sentence Suspended in the Postoffice Case 
From Telfair. 

Macon, Ga., October 7.—[{Special.]—In the 
district court, in the case of the United States - 
vs. Patterson, the postmaster in Telfair county, 
for selling stamps in violation of law, the dis- 
trict attorney stated to the court thatthe of- 
fense was merely a technical one, and that the 
government had not been defrauded of any- 
thing. and recommended that a plea of guilty 
be received and sentence suspended, which 
was so ordered by the court. :

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Brewton, Ala., October es 
flight of Bey en eee 4 for th 
time, when he had faithfully pro 
friends to answer the charges against him in 
court, renews the sensation, which accom- 
panied the first announcement of his defalca- 
tion. For many years the doctor had been a 
prominent figure in the politics of south Ala- 
bama. He was courtly in address, had about 
him the manner of-a confidence man, and in- 
gratiated himseH into the best circles both of 
society andof politics. Where he came from 
was not known, and he made himself 50 
thoroughly at home that no one thought of 
him other than as one of the pillars who had 
grown up with the place. In 1878 he was 
clected superintendent of education for Es- 
cambie county, which he héld, with 
the confidence of the people, until the fall of 
1884. About that time he was offered a prom- 
inent consulship by President Arthur, but he 
declined to accept the same. Shortly after- 
ward he made a trip to Mobile, and there dis- 
appeared from sight, . It was known that he 
had with him over five’ thotisand dollars of the 
school fund, and from this ft was argued that 
he must have been tolled of by some wicked 
men amd murdered. A farther investigation 
of his books showed that he had been system- 
atically swindling the county from the first 
day that he went into office, some of the cases 
so far back that actién on them was barred by 
the statute of limitations. Besides these cases 
were brought to light in which he hadfleeced nu 
merous citizens. He sold the various sixteenth 
sections in the county belonging to the school 
fund for large amounts during his administra- 
tion. It was ascertained at Montgomery that 
these sales had never been reported to the su- 
perintendent of education, and that, conse- 
quently, the refugee must have pocketed that 
money also, 

Notwithstanding these damaging disclosures 
he had a’ strong array of friends who stuck 
closely by him, and declared that if given a 
chance to do se, he would clear it all up. It 
was with jubilation, therefore, that they 
hailed the return of Foard about six months 
ago. He came back breathing vengeance and 
libel suits against his detractors and slander- 
ers, and easily gave bond for his appearance at 
the forthcoming term of Escambia court.

A week or two 
later the cash and the accounts did not bal- 
ance. This happened at varying intervals for 
two months. Finally, on last Sunday night, 
the watchman in the building heard a sus- 
picious noise down stairs. He waited awhile, 
and descended the steps quietly. A gas jet 
burned dimly in the corridor, but by its light 
he saw afigure in the ticket office. He went 
in, and found young Patterson in front of the 
safe, which he had just locked, and on him 
he found $55. On Monday morning Mr. Nun- 
gezer was told of the discovery, and he had a 
witness to see him count+the cash. 

They found that 855 was missing, according 
tothe memoranda of the sales on Sunday 
night. Today a warrant was sworn out before 
Magistrate Waring Russell, charging the boy 
with taking over $50.

Jones, LaGrange, Ga.—My Dear Sir: The muddle 
that I have beén thrown into, in consequence of the 
assault made upon this department,has necessitated 
a change in my “slate,” which compels me to drop 
you from the list of inspectors of fertilizers for the 
ensuing year, “I deeply regret this,as I had made no 
other count but fer you to be continued, until a 
very few days Nothing that I have done 
would have been done but for direct. necessity. I 
deeply regret that I have not been able to advise 
you of this sooner. I may be able todo somethin 

ter, but at present cannot, Very truly, your friend,

Commissioner.

The ene of representatives had before it 
yesterday morning the bil] of ehe city conneil 
of Atlanta proposing to amend the city charter 
by providing that, in case Pulton county ever 
voted wet, the sale of liquor in the city should 
be restricted to certain limits, and fixing the 
license at $1,500, provided the ameddment was 
adopted by a vote of the city at its next regu- 
Jar municipal election. 

The debate was an interesting one, each of 
Fulton's representatives. participating, Messts. 
Howell and Weil for the bill and Mr. Bray 
againet it, Anamber of prohibition leaders 
were in the gailery, and Dr. Hawthorne was an 
interested Jistencr, sitting with Dr. Felton dur- 
ing the discussion. 

When the special order was reached Mr. 
Howell introduced an anrenement to the bil), 
which, he said, was in compHaiice with the act 
of the city eounci), which, at its Jast meeting, 
recommended that the Dill pass with the 
mmendment, submitting it te the people with 
the narrow limits instead of the half mile 
limits. . 

“Tam aware,”’ he’ continued “that I will 
have to contend with two, things. which will 
seriously interfere with | th pa: of this 
bill. First, a very thin ‘house, and second, 
with the prejudice that never;stops to con- 
sider justice, when questions involying that 
pre ice are being acted on?’ 

r. Howell urged the passage of this bill in 
the name of the city council of Atlanta, and 
of the conservative citizens of both sides, wlio 
are anxious that this continuous bickering and 
turmoil should be put at an end. He called 
attention to the fact that the next local option 
election was but a little over & month off, that 
at the last election, the city itsclf“ had gone 
wet by a_ majority of three hundred. ith 
the sentiment so evenly divided, ig was hard 
to enforce the law as it should be. While he 
Was ap anti-prohibitionist, he believed the law 
ought to be enforced, and has always favored 
its strongest and most stringent enforcement. 
But no man could deny that the law was con- 
tinually evaded, and that whisky drinking had 

not been at all diminished: n pesoure Se of 
a great many acts which have been committed 
during the past two years, the good people of 
this tow nhave eeme to the conclusion that 
they will put a stop to this state of things, and 
setile this question on a reasonable and just 
basis at the next election, 

“There is scarcely a question,””’ Mr. Howell 
rontined, “as to how Fulten. county will go at 
that election, and it was looking to this end 
that this bill was imtroduced providing, in 
rasé the county did go wet, a remedy to avoid 
the unrestric ted sale of liquor, Al g0dd peor 
ple unite in this idea, that if the tewn gocs wet 
the sale of liquor must be~ put undet. certain. 
restyctions. If the county goes dry in the 
next election, the bill in ne wise applies, but 
if it goes wet, the bill sinrply provides that the 
sale of liquor shali be made uwnder certain.te- 
strictions mentioned in the bill, and shall be 
under direct and close police surveillance, I 
am an anti-prohibitionist vecause I believe it 
is right, but I am net willing that the city 
shall go back to the unbounded and unre- 
stricted sale of whisky. Tho conservative ele- 
ment of both sides join in asking you to give 
them the opportunity to restrict the sale in 
case the ceunty goes wet. Ail good men unite 
in, this, but there is a certain class of extrem- 
ists who will never agree to anything looking 


to a reasonable and just settlement. Why, in 
the committee on corporations, when 
this question was under discussion 


a prominent minister of the gospel, who has 
always conspicuously advocated the cause of 
prohibition, stated that rather than have this 

restriction bill he would prefer to see the city 
deluged in whisky by aan wirestricted sale! 
My God , gentlemen! See the spirit that we 
have to pe “nd agi \inst,and see the spirit that 
the good conservative po of this town asks 
you to meet and check. You will be told by 
my colleague who follows me (Mr. Bray) that 
neither the prohibitionists nor the anti-probi- 
bitionists want this bill. In reply to ths I 
have only to state that I have yetto find the 
anti-prohibitionist in this city who is unwill- 
ing that the bill should pass with the amend- 
ment submitting it to the people.” 

Here Mr. Howell read a petition signed by a 
number of business men of Atlanta urging 
that the bill pass, and promising that in the 
event it did pass to use all their influence and 
efforts looking towards the adoption of the 
amendment by the city.

Juspe r county be- 
tween 15th of Mare ‘hand Ll oth of Octole’; an act to 
protect fish in Hiawassee river, 
COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT went be- 
fore the senate finance committee yesterday 
afternoon, for the 7% et of explaining some 
of thesprovisions of the general tax act.
